As it was in such an ad- 
vanced stage of decOmposition, it was decided to 
bury it In the cemetery here, which was accord- 
ingly done. Avey’s friends state that he 
was 8 man in good circnmstances, and respected 
by all who knew him. When he left home to go 
to Mr. Ten Broeck’s, he tad to his powession 
$2,000 in notes for a piece of land which he bad 
@t-posed of. He only had money sufficient to pay 
his traveliog expenses. The notes are mis-ing, 
and it is supposed that they were taken by the 
murderer.
